In 
this great case Marshall vindicated the 
Constitution as a working instrument 
of government. He made it, if I may 
say so, what in modern litigation we 
call.a going concern. What do gentle- 
men mean, he asked, by a strict con- 
struction? If they contend for that 
narrow construction which would deny 
to the government those powers which 
the words of the grant, as usually un- 
derstood, import, and which would 
cripple the government and render 
unequal to the objects for which it its 
deciared to be instituted, then we can- 
not perceive the propriety of this strict 
consruction, nor adop*® it as the rule by 
which the Constitution is to be ex- 
pounded. 

THE CONSTITUTION'S GUID. 

“And, so, gentlemen, the Constitution 
marched; and without exaggeration 
it may be truly declared that John Mar 
shall was its guide, its light and its 
defender, Our profeusion looks upon 
him with a somewhat fdolatrous feei- 
ing, but I do not think # Is excessive.

After referring with regret to the Drea | 
Scott case, the speaker said: ‘Let us 
be just.’ Judge Taney was sustained 
by the entire court, save two, McLean 
and Curtis. It matters little now who 
was right and who was wrong; for the 
issue went to a higher court and wis 
settled forever. In the license gases 
Judge Taney sustained the res®rved 
powers of the States in their proper 
field of police regulation. In Casarles 
River Bridge vs. Warren Bridge, he 
applied his life-long principle of strict 
construction to grants of public fran- 
chises to private corporatons, and in 
so doing established, as the permanent 
doctrine of the Supreme Court, the 
ancient rule of the common law, that 
all public grants must be strictly con- 
strued against the grantee. 
“As Chief Justice, it came to him in 
the order of duty to adminster the oath 
of office to Abraham Lincoln as Presi- 
dent of the United States. The ven- 
erable Chief Justice, bowed with the 
weight of years, and the sad feeling 
that a new and stormy period was 
opening before the country, could only 
Perform the duty of fis office, and si- 
lently repress his gloomy forebodines. 
The new President, filled witn a sol- 


emn sense of the f uture, ap- 
pealed to all bis countrymen, 
North and South, - in words 


which will live forever: ‘We are not 
enemies, but friends; we must not be 
enemies; if passion may have strained, 
it must not break our bonds of affec- 
tion.’ This sad and tender guage 
did not conceal, and was not ended 
to conceal, the inflexible purpose of the 
man. He had already said in that same 
inaugural, and for four weary years 
he abided by it, ‘I hold that, in contem. 
plation of universal law and of the 
Constitution, the Union of there Btates 
is perpetual.’ It is not too much to 
say that in that moment, the Const!- 
tution took a distinct forward step, and 
the voice of John Marshall spoke 
in. ‘The three great amendments 
that followed the war, and which made’ 
dom and ee organic in our 
law, were the logical and trresistible 
conciusion of that great struggle. 
THE FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT. 

“The fourteenth amendment ts the 
great anchorage for the rights which 
essentially belong to citizenship in a 
free government. By the fifth amend-

against the arbitrary exercise of power

“When these guaranties were thus 
made uniform in respect to both na-' 
tional and State legislation, the Consti- 
tution took a forward step; and whea 
in 1886, Supreme Court decided 
that these guaranties extended to every 
person, natural or artificial, another 
great advance was made. The large 
sc of the fourteenth amendment, 

tained in the dissenti opinions 
of Justices Field, Bradley and Swayne, 
and concurred in by Chief Justice 
Chase, in the slaughter-house cases, 
has since become the established view 
of the court In numerous decisions. In 
nene of them, probably, has the doc- 
trine now accepted by the courts 
been more convincingly expressed t 

Justice Harlan the great case 
Smyth vs. Ames, in which the court 
held that a railroad corporation is a 

within the meaning of the 
amendment, declaring that 
no State shall deprive any person of 
property without due process of law, 
nor deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of the 
laws; that statutes arbitrarily fixing 
railway rates which will not admit of 
the carrier earn! compensation 
are unconstituional; and that the 
validity of such statutes fs ultimately 
a matter for judicial inquiry.

foundation. In the correspondence that 
took place in 1793, between Mr. Jeffer-

the same year by Alexander Hamilton, 
Secretary of the Treasury, to the Col- 
lector of Customs: and in the act of 
Congress of June 5, 1794, passed on the 
recommendation of the President, the 
duties of neutrality were set forth with 
a certainty and precision never before 
attempted. This policy, which was 
thus inaugurated, ond which has been 
confirmed by subsequent legislation 
and diplomacy, is acknowledged _ to 
have formed an epoch in the develop- 
ment of internetional law. | 

“The struggle for neutral rights orig!- 
nated In the same great European con- 
flict as the controversy respecting neu- 
tral duties. Both Great Britain and 
France issued belligerent orders and 
decrees under which the commerce of 
neutrals was subjected to unendurable 
burdens. For the losses thus suffered 
compensation was obtained from Great 
Britain, while with France there arose 
a state of limited war that existed 
from 1798 to 1800. But, after the breach 
of the Peace of Amiens, the depreda- 
tions on neutral commerce were re- 
newed with Increased violence. The 
British orders in counctl of 1806 and 
1807, and the decrees iasued bv Na- 
poleon at Berlin and Milan itn 1806 ond 


per blockades ond sweeping denials of 
the rights of neutrality, were met by 
the United States with protests, with 
embargoes, with non-intercourse, and 
finally, In the cease of Great Britain, 
which was complicoted with the quer: 
tion of impressment, with war, while 
from France a considerable indemnity 
was afterward obtained by treaty. 
The pretensions against which the 
United States protested are no longer 
justified on legal grounds. Paper block- 
ades are universally condemned.

NATIONAL EXPANSION. 

But in all the history of the diploma- 
cy of the United States during the 
past hundred years, nothing is more 
striking than the record of the nation- 
First Louisiana, then 
the Floridas, then Texas, next a half 
of Oregon, soon afterwards California 
and New Mexico, and later the Gads- 
den purchase, the national advance 
still continued. Distant Alaska, far 
reaching in its continental and insular 
dimensions, was added to the national 
domain; the Hawaiian Islands, long 
an object of special protection, were 
at length annexed; and Cuba, as the 
events of a century had foreshadowed, 
was detached from the Spanish crown, 
while by the same act all other Span- 
ish islands in the West Indies, to- 
gether with the Philippines and Guam 
in the Pacific were d to the 
United States. By a treaty since 
made, Germany and Great Britain re- 
nounce in favor of the United States 
all their rights of ion or juris- 
diction as to Tutuila and certain other 
islands in Samoa. 

“The record of the century les be- 
fore us. We survey it perhaps with 
exultation, but we should not forget 
its graver meaning. With the growth 
of power and the extension of bound- 
aries, there has come an increase of 
national responsibilities. The manner 
in which we shall discharge them will 
be the test of our virtue. Today, re- 
viewing the achievments of a hun- 
dred years, we pay our tribute to the 
wisdom, the foresight, the lofty con- 
ceptions and generous policies of the 
men who gave to our diplomacy its 
first impulse. It remains for us to 
carry . forward, as our predecessors 


have carried forward, the great

COMMERCIAL LAW. 

The report of the Committee on 
Commercial Law states that the com- 
mittee, at the last meeting of the as- 
sociation, was instructed to continue 
its study and investigation of the 
practical workings of the bankrupt 
law, and to report further thereon at 
the next meeting of the association, 
with any amendments they may = 
statute. The committee has kept in 
close touch with the United States At- 
torney-General, the Congressional 
Judiciary Committees and the princi- 
pal commerciel bedies of the country. 

On March 22 last, Hon. George W. 
Ray of New York, chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, introduced into 
the House of Representatives a com- 
prehensive and carefully-drawn bill 
amending the bankruptcy act. gH. 
meeting of the committee held in w 
York City, on April 29 last, the com- 
mittee adopted the following: 

“Resolved, that the amendments 
proposed to the National Bankrupt 
act by the Ray bill, now pending be- 

the House of Representatives, 
meet with the hearty approval of this 
committee.” 

This resolution was transmitted to 
the Judiclary Committee of both 
houses of Congress and to the Attor- 
ney-General, and the committee has 
had considerable correspondence with 
them upon the subject.

SUPREME COURT. 
LOCAL COURTS SUSTAINED.
